We, the undersigned, students in good standing and 
members in good standing of the Epsilon Colony at Mississippi 
State University, having complied with all requirements known 
to us as a colony organization, and having attached hereto the 
history of our band, our Alma Mater, our local society and 
other data required, do hereby petition Kappa Kappa Psi 
National Honorary Fraternity for Members of the College Band, 
to grant us and to our successors a charter for a Chapter in 
the Fraternity at this institution. 

Should this petition be granted, we agree to support the 
Constitution and By-Laws, all rules, regulations, customs, and 
traditions of Kappa Kappa Psi, to perform its rituals, to 
exercise our responsibilities in the government and support of 
the Fraternity as such, and under its laws, to govern 
ourselves as an active Chapter in harmony and good fellowship; 
so that we and our successors shall continue to work for the 
best interests and advancement of the Fraternity wherever and 
whenever we may. It is understood that nothing in this pledge 
shall in any way conflict with our political or religious 
scruples, or our duties and obligations to our country, our 
college, our family, our God or ourselves. 

In testimony whereof, we have hereto set our hand this 
twentieth day of January, Nineteen hundred ninety-four.

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A History of Mississippi State University 

In 1862, the United States was embroiled in a bitter 
Civil War. The South had pulled out of Congress and were 
later defeated and "reconstructed" by an angry North. Yet, in 
that year, a law passed that was to change the South forever. 
As a result of the Morrill Land Grant Act of 1862, the South, 
like a phoenix, rose from its own ashes to be more grand and 
glorious than the Old South of antebellum days had ever been. 

In 1878, the Mississippi state legislature passed a law 
establishing the state's third institution of higher learning 
(the University of Mississippi and Alcorn State University 
were both founded in 1871). Mississippi Agricultural and 
Mechanical College had nine trustees chosen by the governor, 
one from each of the five voting districts and four from the 
state at-large. 

Starkville was chosen as the college's location largely 
due to the efforts of Col. W. B. Montgomery. The trustees had 
narrowed their choices to Meridian, West Point, and Stark¬ 
ville. Legend has it that Col. Montgomery, President Pro 
Tempore of the Board of Trustees and longtime Starkville 
resident, went to several other trustees and asked each to 
cast a sympathy vote to accompany his lone vote for Stark¬ 
ville. Needless to say, they agreed, and the rest is history. 

In 1880, the Board of Trustees elected the college's 
first president, Stephen Dill Lee. Lee was a transplanted 
Mississippian from South Carolina, having moved away from his 
birthplace of Charleston upon his marriage into a Columbus, 
Mississippi, family, and he was a decorated war hero, having 
risen to the rank of lieutenant-general in the Confederate 
Army. 

Finally, in the fall of 1880, Mississippi A & M opened 
its doors to students for the first time. The dormitory 
(later known as Old Main) was not finished at the time and 
would not reach completion until the spring of 1881. Nearby 
residents were asked to help, and many generously offered 
rooms to students for the nominal fee of eight dollars a 
month. 

The college was under military discipline in its early 
years, and students woke to reveille every morning and 
performed calisthenics before attending such classes as 
botany, chemical physics, rhetoric, and logic. 

In 1900, John Crumpton Hardy was inaugurated as Missis¬ 
sippi A & M's third president. In the twelve years of his 
administration. Hardy saw the construction of ten major 
buildings (not to mention several smaller structures), the 
improvement of some existing edifices on campus, the estab¬ 
lishment of the first Thanksgiving Day Egg Bowl (Mississippi 
State-Ole Miss football game) in 1905, and a collegewide 
student strike that nearly ended his career. The Egg Bowl is 
still played annually, and the oldest eight buildings on 
campus, including Lee Hall, named for President Stephen D. Lee 
and constructed in 1907, were built during his administration. 
Also during Hardy's presidency, several colleges, including 
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and constructed in 1907, were built during his administration. 
Also during Hardy's presidency, several colleges, including 
the Colleges of Agriculture and Engineering, which remain 
today, were established, paving the way for the university 
itself some fifty years later. 

The Brass College Band was founded in 1905 and soon was 
the biggest and most active organization on campus. Started 
as a military band, the group found its niche playing and 
marching at A & M football games. In 1930, the student body 
adopted T.P. Haney's beautiful "Maroon and White" as the alma 
mater, and the band was on its way to fame. 

A second student strike occurred in 1912 and, as a 
result, women, considered a disturbance and a hindrance to the 
education of the young men of Mississippi A & M, were discour¬ 
aged from applying for admission to the college and were not 
admitted upon application. This continued for twenty years 
until women were finally accepted again at A & M in 1932. 

In 1922, Henry E. Wamsley became Director of Bands, and 
the phrase, "But we won the halftime," became commonplace. 
The football team did not win often, but the band, especially 
Wamsley's "Famous Forty of 1926," always did. Wamsley, a 
former member of the distinguished U.S. Navy Band, quickly 
brought distinction to the college and to the band. He 
remained at Mississippi State until his retirement in 1951 and 
was honored with the title of "Emeritus Director of Bands" in 

1976. 

In 1930, A & M president Buz M. Walker, along with the 
presidents of Ole Miss and State Teachers college, were fired 
by Governor Theodore G. Bilbo. One month later. Bilbo also 
terminated the employment of 112 A & M faculty members, 
jeopardized the positions of 233 others, and fired faculty 
members at every other state-supported institution. As a 
result, the Southern Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools suspended Mississippi A & M, the University of 
Mississippi, State Teachers College, and Mississippi State 
College for Women. Full accreditation was not restore until 
1934, after it became Mississippi State College. 

The 1950's saw several changes in Starkville. The 
college, which now consisted of five colleges, one school, and 
a graduate school, was renamed Mississippi State University in 
1958. Also, in 1959, the oldest building on campus, the 
original dormitory (which now included several additions). Old 
Main, burned to the ground in a fire that killed one student. 
Today, the Chapel of Memories is constructed from the bricks 
of Old Main. 

In the 1960's, MSU experienced some glory years in 
athletics. James "Babe" McCarthy took his basketball Bulldogs 
to three straight NCAA Tournaments and three straight South¬ 
eastern Conference championships. The baseball team also, 
under the able direction of Coach Paul Gregory, was beginning 
to make a name for itself, a sign of things to come. 

In 1973, the School of Architecture was added and, in 

1977, the College of Veterinary Medicine was created to bring 
MSU up to its present status. 
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Today, Mississippi State University consists of six 
colleges, two schools, and a graduate school, offering degrees 
ranging from bachelor's to doctorate in over 100 fields. 
Among the more well-known programs are veterinary medicine, 
architecture, and electrical engineering. And Mississippi 
State has such distinguished graduates as former U. S. Senator 
John Stennis and athletes Will Clark, Jeff Malone, and Rafael 
Palmeiro. 

Little did Senator Morrill from Vermont realize the 
impact that his tiny 1862 bill would have future generations. 
Had he realized that it would help the South more than anyone, 
he probably would not have supported it as he did. Yet that 
tiny bill has accomplished the modernization of the South more 
than any war ever could. Through 115 years, Mississippi State 
has gone through three names, five wars, fifteen presidents, 
and innumerable students. Yet, it still stands strong as the 
state's largest institution of higher education and as one of 
the best engineering schools in the nation. And, in all of 
this, we take pride. 
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Donald W. Zacharias 

Dr. Donald W. Zacharias became the 15th president of 
Mississippi State University in September 1985. Since then, 
the university repeatedly has set records in enrollment, 
private contributions and levels of research activity. From 
the beginning of his presidency, he has been one of 
Mississippi's leading spokesmen for higher education and has 
been active in national higher education circles. 

Dr. Zacharias is an active member of the National 
Association of State Universities and Land Grant Colleges. He 
has served on the organization's executive and steering 
committees, Commission on Arts and Sciences, and on the 
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Subcommittee on Federal Student Financial Assistance. 

He served in 1990 as president of the Southeastern 
Conference for Athletics, and is a member of the Nation 
Agribusiness Education Commission and the board of directors 
of the Center for the Study of the College Fraternity. He was 
named Mississippian of the Year in 1991 by the Jackson chapter 
of the Data Processing Management Association for leadership 
in promoting the advancement of technology. In 1992, he 
received the Justin Smith Morrill Medal from the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture's Office of Higher Education. 

Dr. Zacharias came to Mississippi State after six years 
as president of Western Kentucky University in Bowling Green. 
He had previously been an administrator in the University of 
Texas system, serving as executive assistant to the chancellor 
of the 14-campus statewide system and as assistant to the 
president of the Austin campus. 

Dr. Zacharias began his higher education career as a 
faculty member in communication at Indiana University, where 
he served from 1963 to 1969. He joined the University of 
Texas communication department in 1969 and attained full 
professor rank before moving into administration. He won 
awards for outstanding teaching at both Indiana and Texas and 
has continued to teach occasional courses as president at both 
Western Kentucky and Mississippi State. The Salem, Indiana 
native is married to the former Tommie Kline Dekle, and they 
have two sons and a daughter. 

Dr. Zacharias received the B.A. degree from Georgetown 
College in Kentucky in 1957. He received a master's degree in 
1959 from Indiana University and was awarded the doctorate in 
communication from the same institution in 1963. He also 
holds an honorary Doctorate of Law from Georgetown for 
distinguished contributions to the institution, and has been 
active in civic and church affairs.

History of the Famous Maroon Band 


Mississippi State University's "Famous Maroon Band" was 
estabiished in 1902 by the college's Board of Trustees. In 

i e ^ inni ^' ^and was conducted by students and faculty 
alike, basically by anyone who had any sort of musical 
background. This loose control of the band ended in 1905 when 
the college hired William W. Routten as combination College 
Band Director and Instructor of Wood Shop. Routten remained 
this position until 1910 when he was replaced by H.D. 
McTier, who in turn was replaced in 1911 by Carl Leake. 

Like Routten and McTier, Leake was to serve as both band 
director and woodworking instructor. During Leake's 

directorship, the band enjoyed success and growth. Leake 
built his own music stands (wooden) and provided all of the 
band's music, most of which was destroyed when Old Main 
Dormitory burned to the ground in 1959. Leake's directorship 
ended with his death in 1919. Between 1919 and 1921, the 
directorship of the band passed through the hands of A. 
Weatherby and Walter B. Kalinowski, both temporarily filling 
this position. 

In 1922, Henry E. Wamsley became the Director of Bands, 
a position he held for some thirty years. Under Wamsley's 
leadership, the band program began to take shape, developing 
into the band program as it is known today. Band students 
began to receive monthly checks and tuition breaks based upon 
each individual's playing ability. In 1924, the band 
performed its first football halftime show. Females were 
first allowed into the band during the mid-1930's, mostly in 
small numbers (a trend that reversed after WWII). 

After Dr. Wamsley resigned in 1952, Mr. W. Thomas West 
became the Director of Bands until 1967. At this time. Dr. 
Peyton Crowder was appointed as the Director of Bands, himself 
succeeded in 1978 by James G. Hejl. During the transition 
from West in 1952 to Hejl in 1978, the number of band students 
as well as the number of band scholarships dramatically 
increased. It is also under Mr. Hejl's leadership of the band 
that the Famous Maroon Alumni Band was established. Hejl was 
replaced in 1984 by the current Director of Bands, Dr. Kent 
Sills. 

The history of band rehearsal halls for the Famous Maroon 
Band has a history all to its own. When founded in 1902, the 
band rehearsed in what is today known as the Concrete 
Structures Lab. Sometime during the mid-1920's, the band hall 
was moved to a section of Old Main Dormitory, where rehearsals 
continued until after the Great Depression. With the onset of 
the Great Depression, the band was forced to move again into 
what is today the School of Architecture Building. 

After WWII, the band began meeting on the top floor of 
the ROTC Building. Amidst all of the shuffling and expansion 
of the 1950's the Famous Maroon Band finally found a home. 
Today the baAd hall is located in what was formerly called 
the Plant Maintenance Building. However, all members of the 
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band hope that a move will come soon to accommodate the 
growing size of the Famous Maroon Band.

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A Brief History of the Petitioning Group 


Th , e §® ne s is of the petitioning group can be marked in the month of January, 1993. 
Three individuals met informally with a vision of assembling a unique service 
organization. Byron Green, William Moody, and Bob Gilmore were casually discussing 
the needs of the university band. Paramount among those needs was an organization that 
would assist the band directors and the band department in general. Bob Gilmore, 
initiated at Gamma Chi Chapter in 1979, suggested contacting Kappa Kappa Psi National 
Headquarters for preliminary information. At the same time, these three individuals 
invited Dr. and Mrs. Kent Sills to a dinner for purposes of discussing establishing a 
chapter of Kappa Kappa Psi at Mississippi State. More importantly, this meeting was to 
solicit Dr. Sills’ approval and serving as sponsor. After receiving his approval, the 
university Office of Student Life was contacted. 

Both National Headquarters and Student Life sent the appropriate materials to 
begin the process of colonization. To achieve university approval, the petitioning group, 
now eighteen in number, submitted the "Application For University Registration of New 
Organizations" on March 30, 1993. Approval and letters of recommendation and 
endorsement were granted in early April, 1993. On April 28, the petitioning group 
forwarded the request for the Kappa Kappa Psi Preliminary Information Form for twenty- 
one colony members. The forms were completed and returned to the National Office. 

On May 12, David Solomon granted permission for Mississippi State University 
to begin the process of colonization. The school year concluded soon after receipt of Mr. 
Solomon’s letter. They were only able to meet as a group one time before exams. It was 
decided at that meeting that due to summer break the actual mechanism of colonization 
would begin the first week of band camp in August. 

When school began for the 1993-1994 academic year, the petitioning group held 
the first official meeting for the Fall Semester. Although the group could not have a 
Membership Candidate Class, National Headquarters granted permission to accept 
additional colony members who were interested in the goals and activities of the 


organization. 

By the time First Degree was administered by the Sponsoring Chapter, Beta Beta, 

the petitioning group had grown to forty members. A time table and goals were set by 

the colony to be installed on April 20, 1994, seventy-one years after the mstallation of 

the original Eosilon Chapter. The organization set committees to execute the 
the original tpsnon w F ^mnletion of the "Petition For a Charter" document, 
requirements of colonization and completion or me rcuuuu , .
